When the watchers had Been satisfactorily 
arranged, and while the men were grouped 
around the quarter deck capstan, I, as is the 
custom, made them a short speech, or intro­ 
duced myself, something in this manner: 
“ We’re bound on a long voyage, men, and we 
have a ship under us that is well found In ev­ 
erything; staunch and tight. 
You look like 
a set of good men who intend to do their du­ 
ty; if you do, you'll And me a good man to 
you, but if you don’t—well, you will know 
what a Tartar you’ve caught long before you 
see Melbourne light. 
Go forward.’’ 
Tile men sauntered off forward and I went 
Indow to my room to have a look at the chart, 
and prick off tho course for the night. 
Now 
my room In Hie cabin was on the starboard 
side aft, and the door opening into it was 
just at the bottom of the companionway lead­ 
ing to the after part of the poop deck where 
the wheel, by which the ship was steered 
was located. 
My room door was open, the 
weather being pleasant, and as I stood lean 
ing over Hie chart, which was spread out oo 
broad, flat board, placed athw artships 
my berth, one of the men came to 'relieve the 
w heel,’ when I overheard (lie following con 
V enation, relative; to my little speech, be­ 
tween Hie man coming to aud (he one leavin, 
the wheel: 
“ I say, Ned, (he old man (meaning me­ 
ttle captain is always called ’the old man,’ no 
matter what His age may be) says lf we cut 
up any shindys we ll catch a Tartar. 
Be 
mighty little one, wou’t it ?” 
Ned, to whom this remark was addressed 
was a grizzled old lailor-uian, whose cheeks 
were tanued by the sun of almost every clime 
and as he relinquished the wheel and gave 
the course ‘E. S. E.,’ lie observed, “look’ee 
here,young feller, you don’t know much more’i 
some old monkiea I’ve seen, and you may be 
like a young !>ear, have all your troubles 
come, lf you don't carry a sliddy helm in this 
barkle. 
I was in the Romance of the Seas 
home from Chioy last vy’agt; ber skipper was 
a little ’un and the veriest devil ever set afloat 
so you keep your weather eye liftii’ for this 
chap, ‘cause he may Tarn you some wrinkles 
as you aint seen, ’tween this and Port Phil 
lip,” Having delivered himself of which 
piece of wholesome advice Ned went forward 
to enjoy his pipe on the spare spars before 
liming in. 
Sailors are proverbial for being fond of 
strange pet.*, aud it has always seemed to me 
they are (he fondest of the most miserable 
animals they can And. 
Some one of the men, 
just before coming on board the ship in New 
York, had managed to pick up a most disre­ 
putable-looking. mangy, half-starved-bencb- 
legged flee. 
“Why, Uncle Bluejacket, what ti a Iwnch- 
legged flee V* 
“It is the commonest kiud of a cur; one of 
those aw Lard looking dogs with a long body 
and very short legs; the fore ones being ex­ 
cessively crooked.” 
As I was laying, one of the crew brought 
such a dog on board, and after being some 
weeks at sea, where it bad been regularly fed, 
bad a comfortable place to sleep, and petted 
by the men, “Jimmy Ducks,’’ as it bad been 
named, was a very different looking cur from 
what he was when I Drat saw him; still be 
was far from being a beauty, and as be had 
been taught that the region ’round about the 
cabin was no place for bim, I never saw him 
except when I went forward. 
I had brought 
him aft with me several times, and regaled 
him wilh bits of better food than he got for­ 
ward, aud which be had received in au awe­ 
stricken and abashed manner, running back 
to the fe'caillc as soon as he had swallowed 
what was given bim. 
A she uever repeated 
his visits of his own accord, I lost all interest 
is him beyond learning who his master was. 
“It was Ned who shipped Jimmy Ducks, sir,” 
said one of the apprentice beys in reply to 
my inquiries on the subject. 
The officers, as well as the men, were all 
strangers to me, although the former came 
well recommended. For a while I watched 
the manner iu which my 
mates 
carried 
on duty very 
closely, 
tieing co gitant, 
whether they were aware of the fact or not 
can’t gay, of every thing which transpired 
on lioard during the night as well as the day 
time; but finding the officers active, vigilant 
and well acquainted with their duties, while 
the crew was cheerful and subordinate, I bad 
no occasion to play the Tartar. 
Nothing very 
remarkable occurred on the passage until the 
neighborhood of Cape Horn was reached. 
I 
had expected bad weather iu doubling the 
Horn as a matter of course, it being winter 
time when we were to go around it. 
You 
know tbe summer months here are the winter 
months in that far away southern portion of 
the globe. 
From the I ut Ii of May until June 13lb, we 
experienced a succession of heavy gales, with 
tremendous seas, which caused the ship to 
labor excessively. On the 13th of June, in 
tbe evening, a fresh breeze sprang [up, which 
rapidly Increased to a gale, accompanied by 
heavy snow squalls, aid notwithstanding that 
the sails were handed, and those which were 
still set closely reefed, tbe croasjack yard was 
carried away in the slings. 
The ilebrti of tbe 
rigging was cleared away, and the gale and 
sea increasing in violence I put tbe ship be­ 
fore tbe wind under a close-reefed maintop- 
rail and fore topmast staysail. 
Tbe storm 
continued to rage during the night and to­ 
ward morning had increased to a hurricane, 
with a high, ugly, cross sea. Just as tbe day 
began to dawn a monster wave, bearing de­ 
struction in its mighty breast, toppled up 
astern sud broke, deluging our decks with 
water, washing overboard everything that 
was not securely lashed to the decks, and car­ 
rying away our rudder. The spanker, closely 
reefed, was set to enable the ship to be steered, 
but it did not last more than ten minute* be­ 
fore it was blown to ribbons. Tbe sails on 
the yards were blown from the gaskets, aud 
went fliting away to leeward like puds of 
smoke. 
All hands went to work to rig aud 
ship a temporary rudder, and about an bour 
after noon bad it completed, ready for ship­ 
ping, when another se* boarded us and tore 
away all the stanchions from the mizzen rig­ 
ging to tho fore rigging, with the covering 
boards, beside tearing away seven er eight 
planks, ami opening thesbip at the wood ends 
so that the cargo in tbe hold was visible. 
The ship then began lo make water quite 
rapidly, so I sent the port watch to the pumps. 
As the sun went down the gale began to lull, 
and before midnight we had got our temporary 
rudder shipped and had hauled our wiud, bul 
the ship steered very imperfectly. 
Moderate 
weather succeeding the gale for a few days, 
we were enabled lo repair damages somewhat 
aud regain our lost ground. 
I was entertain­ 
ing hoi»cs that our worst trials were over and 
I would yet, prosecute our voyage safely, when, 
on tbe night of the 23d of June, we look 
another blow from the northeast with such a 
sea as made steering the ship almost impossi­ 
ble, and the conviction was forced upon my 
mind that she was gradually but surely drift­ 
ing upon tbe Mid Bay Rocks.

CONTINUED. 
Wlien the watchers had been satisfactorily 
arranged, and while the men were grouped 
around the quarter deck capstan, I, as is the 
custom, made them a short speech, or intro­ 
duced myself, something in this manner: 
“ We’re bound on a long voyage, men, and we 
have a ship under us that is well found in ev­ 
ery tiling; staunch and tight. 
You look like 
a set of good men who intend to do their du­ 
ty; if you do, you’ll fiud.m e a good mao to 
you, but if you don’t—well, you will know 
what a T artar you’ve caught long before you 
see Melbourne light. 
Go forward.” 
The men sauntered oft forward and I went 
below to my room to have a look at the chart, 
and prick off the course for the night. 
Now 
my room in the cabin was on the starboard 
side aft, and the door opening into it was 
just at the bottom of the companionway lead­ 
ing to the after part of the poop deck where 
the wheel, by which the ship was steered, 
was located. 
My room door was opeu, the 
weather being pleasant, and as I stood lean­ 
ing over tlie chart, which was spread out on 
a broad, flat board, placed athwarthsliips of 
my berth, one of the men came to ‘relieve the 
wheel,’ when I overheard the following con­ 
versation, relative to my little speech, be­ 
tween the man coming to and the one leaving 
the wheel: 
“ I say, Ned, the old man (meaning me— 
the captain is always called ‘the old man,’ no 
matter what His age may be) says if we cut 
up any shiudys we'll catch a Tartar. 
Be a 
mighty little one, won’t it f” 
Ned, to whom this remark was addressed, 
was a grizzled old sailor-inan, whose cheeks 
were tanned by the sun of almost every clime, 
and as he relinquished the wheel and gave 
the course ‘E. S. E .,’ lie observed, “look’ee 
here,young feller, you don’t know much more’n 
some old monkies Fve seen, and you may be 
like a young bear, have all your troubles to 
come, If you don’t carry a sliddj helm in this 
barkie. 
I was in the ‘Romance of the Seas’ 
home from Chiny last vy’age; her skipper was 
a little ’un and the veriest devil ever set afloat; 
so you keep your weather eye liftin’ for this 
chap, ‘cause he may I’arn you some wrinkles 
as you a'mt seen, ’tween this and Port Phil­ 
lip,” 
Having delivered himself 
of which 
piece of wholesome advice Ned went forward 
to enjoy hia pipe on the spare spar3 before 
urning in. 
! Sailors are proverbial for being fond of 
strange pets, and it has always seemed to me 
they are the fondest of the most miserable 
animals they can find. 
Some one of the men, 
just before coming on board the ship in New 
York, had managed to pick up a moat disre­ 
putable-looking, mangy, half-starved-bench- 
legged flee. 
“Why, Uncle Bluejacket, what is a bench- 
gged flee ?” 
“It is the commonest kiud of a cur; one of 
those atvkard looking dogs with a long body 
and very short legs; the fore one3 being ex­ 
cessively crooked.” 
As I was saying, one of the crew brought 
such a dog on board, and after being some 
weeks at sea, where it had been regularly fed, 
had a comfortable place to sleep, and petted 
by the men, “Jimmy Ducks,” as it bad beeu 
named, was a very different looking cur from 
what he was wbcn I first saw him; still he 
was far from being a beauty, and as he had 
been taught that the region ’round about the 
cabin was no place for him, I never saw him 
except when I went forward. 
I had brought 
him aft with me several times, and regaled 
him wilh bits of better food than he got for­ 
ward, aud which he had received in an awe- 
stricken and abashed manner, running back 
to the fe’castie as soon as lie had swallowed 
what was given him . 
As he uever repeated 
his visits of his own accord, I lest all interest 
in him beyond learning who his mastér was. 
“It was Ned who shipped Jimmy Ducks, sir,” 
said one of the apprentice boys in reply to 
my inquiries on the subject. 
The oflicers, as well as the men, were all 
strangers to me, although the former came 
well recommended. 
For a while I watched 
the manuer in which my 
mates 
carried 
on duty very 
closely, 
being 
cognizant, 
whether they were aware of the fact or not 
can’t say, of every thing which transpired 
on board during the night as well as the day 
tim e; but finding the officers active, vigilant 
and well acquainted with their duties, while 
the crew was cheeriul and subordinate, I had 
no occasion to play the Tartar. 
Nothing very 
remarkable occurred on the passage until the 
neighborhood of Cape Horn was reached. 
I 
had expected bad weather in doubling the 
Horn as a matter of course, it being winter 
time when we were to go around it. 
You 
know tbe summer months here are the winter 
months in that far away southern portion of 
the globe. 
From the 19th of May until June 13th, we 
experienced a succession of heavy gales, with 
tremendous seas, which caused the ship to 
labor excessively. 
On tbe I3th of June, in 
the evening, a fresh breeze sprang ;up, which 
rapidly increased to a gale, accompanied by 
heavy snow squalls, aud notwithstanding that 
the sails were handed, and those which were 
still set closely reefed, the crossjack yard was 
carried away in the slings. 
The debris of the 
ging was cleared away, and the gale and 
sea increasing in violence I put the ship be­ 
fore the wind under a close-reefed maintop- 
sail and fore topmast staysail. 
The storm 
continued to rage during the night and to­ 
ward morning had increased to a hurricane, 
will) a high, ugly, cross sea. 
Just as the day 
began to dawn a monster wave, bearing de­ 
struction in its mighty breast, toppled up 
astern and broke, deluging our decks with 
water, washing overboard everything that 
was not securely lashed to the decks, and car­ 
rying away our rudder. 
The {spanker, closely 
reefed, was set to enable the ship to be steered, 
but it did not last more than ten minutes be­ 
fore it was blown to ribbons. 
Tbe sails on 
the yards were blown from the gaskets, and 
went fllying away to leeward like puffs of 
smoke. 
All hands went to work to rig and 
ship a temporary rudder, and about an hour 
after noon had it completed, ready for ship­ 
ping, when another sea boarded us and tore 
away all the stanchions from the mtzzea rig­ 
ging to tlio fore rigging, with the covering 
boards, beside tearing away seven or eight 
planks, and opening the ship at the wood ends 
so that the cargo in the hold was visible. 
The ship then began to make water quite 
rapidly, so I sent the port watch to the pamps 
As tbe sun went down the gale began to lull, 
aud before midnight we had got our temporary 
rudder shipped and had hauled our wind, but 
the ship steered very imperfectly. 
Moderate 
weather succeeding the gale for a few days, 
we were enabled to repair damages somewhat 
and regain our lost ground. 
I was entertain­ 
ing hopes that our worst trials were over and 
I would yet prosecute our voyage safely, when, 
on tbe night of the 23d of Jane, we took 
another blow from the northeast wilh such a 
sea as made steering the ship almost impossi­ 
ble, and the conviction was forced upon my 
mind that she was gradually but surely drift 
ing upon tbe Mid Bay Rocks.

Hie President bas at length determined to cut 
the gordian knot of the Arkansas problem, 
and bas decided to recognize Baxter as the 
Governor af the state. 
He has accordingly' 
issued a proclamation requesting the insur­ 
gents to disperse, and will enforce the order 
with United States troops if necessary. 
The 
scandal bas been fearful, and it is fully time it 
was stopped. 


The ruling out of the interests of the under­ 
writers from the Alabama Award bill is not 
only a gross violation of every principle of 
honesty but It is at the same time an equally 
unpardonable violation of the laws and cus­ 
toms of all civilized nations in like cases. The 
insurance companies paid many losses to the 
owners of vessels and cargoes damaged or 
lost by the three pirates of which the Geneva 
tribunal took cognizance; and if the money 
which Great Britain paid to make those losses 
good, does uot belong to the insurers, pray, 
to whom does it belong? 
An early answer 
will oblige. 


The currency bill passed by the Senate is a 
bill of abominations, and can hardly esca|>e 
President Grant’s veto, committed as lie is 
against inflation. 
This bill allows new bank 
bills to be issued of four times tho amount of 
greenbacks retired, which will be equivalent 
to an expansion of paper currency of over 
eighty rrylliona. 
This is the precise principle 
against which the President promulgated Ids 
veto at the earnest protest of tho most influ­ 
ential commercial gentlemen and tho coolest 
tinancial heads in the country.

Unless we have studied the theory 
of our kind of government to no purpose, the 
idea of rotation-in-ofilce forms no essential 
part of it whatever. 
We elect men to do our 
work according to the constitution of the na 
tion or those of stifles and limit by law the term 
of office; the Intention being to find the bes 
servants we can ami to keep them serving us 
us long as we can. 
That we are constantly 
falling below oar intention in tho m atter of 
practice, does not change the ideal element of 
the programme iu the least. 
The fact!hut tho 
organic law of the United States does not 
limit the number of terms during which we 
may continue a President in power, indicates 
that our political fathers conceived of the 
possibility of our finding a man some day 
whom we should like to keep in that office for 
an indefinite lime. 
We have not found him 
yet, but if we ever should there would bo a 
howl of indignation from Maine to California 
if the law prevented our retaining his services 
Now as long as Gov. Dix is the best man we 
can find iii tins state for Governor, we hold— 
if he don't object—that he should be Governor. 
When a better offers, whom wo can elect, let 
us put him iu Dlx’s shoes at once. 
But as to 
“ other men" being “ entitled" and so on, 
bah I 
If we are wolves dividing a carcass— 
yes; if we are men seeking the common 
good—a thousand times—no! 
One more illustration: Gen. Grant is said 
to intend to retain Secretary Richardson in the 
Treasury as long as tho latter pleases to stay 
there. 
Now, that Richardson has abused his 
power for corrupt purposes lias been pretty 
clearly established of late; therefore the Presi­ 
dent’s persistent upholding of ids protege to 
the manifest injury or the public welfare 
amounts to this: 
Gen. Grant assumes that 
the personal attachm ent to himself of a favor­ 
ite henchman is more important than the pub­ 
lic office which his retainer debauches and 
disgraces. 
Rotation would be a good thin 
in the Treasury just now, but the principle 
which rotates a bad man in for political rea­ 
sons keeps him in for the same reasons.

actual occupancy of un otllee so high as that 
of Governor of a sovereign state. 
Tile spec­ 
tacle of a sheriff entering the mansion of a 
Governor ul a coni nonweallb and tumbling 
u|»oii the auction block to lie knocked down 
to the highest bidder the sofa upon which gu­ 
bernatorial legs are iii the habit of resting, 
or tallies from which gubernatorial goblets 
have been raised to gubernatorial lips, would 
shock any commonwealth. -And it is proba­ 
ble that Moses is to-day as much troubled as 
Hie bird that recognized its own featlier stick­ 
ing lo its death wound; for fierhapj he made 
Hie very notary who protested his own notes. 
And it is quite probable that if Moses had 
8up|ioscd it (lossihie for himself to fail that he 
would not have iqqiointed jk single notary in 
Fie whole state. 
But after all we do not see how Moses, if he 
had the least spark of manliness iii him,could 
do otherwise than fail. 
Ile has almost willed 
out his state; it is iu fad bankrupt, its reve­ 
nues have been squandered and its credit jrt- 
fectly twangled. 
With nothing to show for 
enormous taxes, no vast public iiiprovements 
to match its vast public debt, it is aliout us 
low in finances as it can well be, and it is well 
that lls Governor should be on tile same lev­ 
el. 
A bankrupt state should certainty have a 
bankrupt Governor. 
But what hard times 
these arc for carpet-bag governni tats.

the iron or steel, and in casa of accident lie 
can be found and made to answer. 
The in- 
s|*ector of tailers is also required lo stump 
lqion them at each examination his ow ii name 
and a brief minute of their condition ut the 
time. 
When we remember how rapidly the 
number of toilers iii use is multiplying aud 
the premium put ujion carelessness or incom- 
jieteney in their manufacture by the lack of 
some stringent law in the premises, our 
thanks for this advance iii the right direction 
must be heartfelt and sincere. 
Millions of 
people in this country alone are daily more or 
less subjected to danger from the source here 
indicated, and the too frequent,and often very 
disastrous explosions which have occurred 
show khow great and serious Hie risk really 
Is. 
There is no reason why the bill should 
uot meet with senatorial favor and become a 
law with rigid provisions for its enforcement. 
.Steam is one of those (lowers which cannot 
to domesticate I |.tnd made innocuous by fa­ 
miliarity; it is a liger which retains its terri­ 
ble tendencies at all times and places. 
We 
can make toilers that, with care which is at 
least semi-intelligent, shall to safe; and, con- 
seqaeutly a neglect to compel the makers 
aud managers lo ensure our safety by doing 
their utmost, Is little short of suicide, as Hie 
neglect of the manufacturers to do this with­ 
out compulsion, is little short of murder.

The President has at length determined to cut 
thegordian knot of the Arkansas problem, 
and has decided to recognize Baxter as the 
Governor of the state. 
He has accordingly 
issued a proclamation requesting, the insur­ 
gents to disperse, and will enforce the order 
with United States troops if necessary. 
The 
scandal has been fearful, and it is fully time it 
was stopped. 


The ruling out of the interests of the under­ 
writers from the Alabama Award bill is not 
only a gross violation of every principle of 
honesty but it is at the same time an equally 
unpardonable violation of the laws and cus­ 
toms of all civilized nations in like cases. The 
insurance companies paid many losses to the 
owners of vessels and cargoes damaged or 
lost by the three pirates of which the Geneva 
tribunal took cognizance; and if the money 
which Great Britain paid to make those losses 
good, does not beloug to the insurers, pray, 
to whom does it belong? 
An early answer 
will oblige. 


The currency bill passed by the Senate is a 
bill of abominations, and can hardly escape 
President Grant’s veto, committed as he is 
against inflation. 
This bill allows new bank 
bills to be issued of four times the amount of 
greenbacks retired, which will be equivalent 
to an expansion of paper currency of over 
eighty millions. 
This is the precise principle 
against which the President promulgated his 
veto at the earnest protest of the most influ- 
. cntial commercial gentlemen and the coolest 
linancial heads in the country. 
We cannot 
doubt the new monstrosity will be squelched 
by the executive as promptly a3 was its prede­ 
cessor. 


The weather has now undoubtedly turned 
the corner, and we are fairly bound for warm 
weather. 
We may have a few cold days, but 
probably no more snow storms will block 
the railroads again until next winter. 
It is 
safe now for business men to go ahead as if 
we were sure to have a season, about which 
they have had so much doubt. 
There will ue 
a great many people feeling poor this year, 
but people will travel and buy, and wear sum­ 
mer clothes, and eat, and drink, some of them 
too much, and generally supply their wants. 
It is a good time now for each to take in a 
fresh stock of hope, and go ahead and do 
business.

It is rather rough to speak lightly of a per­ 
sonal reverse in fortune, but there seem s to 
be au exquisite lituess in the bankruptcy of 
Gov. Moses. 
Moses occupies a very uuique 
position, for though we’ve had lots of high of­ 
ficials bankrupt in morals, influence or char­ 
acter, lie of South Carolina is the first who 
ever became bankrupt iu fortune while in the 
actual occupancy of an otlice so high as that 
of Governor of a sovereign state. 
The spec­ 
tacle of a sheriff entering the mansion of a 
Governor oí a com nouwealth and tumbling 
upon the auction block to be knocked down 
to the highest bidder the sofa upon which gu­ 
bernatorial legs are in the habit of resting, 
or tables from which gubernatorial goblets 
have been raised to gubernatorial lips, would 
shock any commonwealth. 
• And it is proba­ 
ble that Moses is to-day as much troubled as 
the bird that recognized its own feather stick­ 
ing in its death wound; for perhaps he made 
the very notary who protested his own notes. 
And it is quite probable that if Moses had 
supposed it possible for himself to fail that lie 
would not have appointed ,a single notary in 
the wholo state. 
But after all we do not see how Moses, if he 
had the least spark of manliness in him,could 
do otherwise than fail. 
He lias almost wiped 
out his state; it is iu fact bankrupt, its reve­ 
nues have been squandered and its credit per­ 
fectly swamped. 
With nothing to show for 
enormous taxes, 110 vast public inprovements 
to match its vast public debt, it is about as 
low in finances as it can well be, and it is well 
that its Governor should be 011 1 lie same lev­ 
el. 
A bankrupt state should certainly have a 
bankrupt Governor. 
But what hard times 
these are for carpet-bag governments. 


T h e H o ilc r H ill. 
It will prove a matter of interest to tho 
general public that the House of Representa­ 
tives has passed a wholesome bill respecting 
steain boilers. 
Every manufacturer of boiler 
plates is requiredjto stamp upon them his name 
and the number of pounds per square inch of 
tensile strength which he is willing to certify 
them to possess. 
In this way the maker be­ 
comes responsible for the original quality of 
the iron or steel, and in case of accident lie 
can be found and made to answer. 
The in­ 
spector or boilers is al30 required to stamp 
upon them at eacli examination his own name 
and a brief minute of their condition at the 
time. 
When we remember how rapidly the 
number of boilers in use is multiplying and 
the premium put upon carelessness or incom­ 
petency in their manufacturo by the lack of 
some stringent law in the 
premises, our 
thanks for this advance in the right direction 
must be heartfelt and sincere. 
Millions of 
people in this country alone are daily more or 
less subjected to danger from the source here 
indicated, and the too frequent,and often very 
disastrous explosions which 
have occurred 
show .how great and serious the risk really 
is. 
There is no reason why the bill should 
not meet with scuatoriai favor and become a 
law with rigid provisions for its enforcement. 
Steam is one of those powers which cannot 
be domesticated fund made innocuous by fa­ 
miliarity; it is a tiger which retains its terri­ 
ble tendencies at all times and plaees. 
Wc 
can make boilers that, with care which is at 
least semi-inteiligent, shall be safe; and, con­ 
sequently a neglect to compel the makers 
and managers to ensure our safety by doing 
their utmost, is little short of suicide, a3 the 
neglect of the manufacturers todo this with­ 
out compulsion, ¡3 little short of murder. 


O ffice a s a P a r t y K c w a r d . 
We quote the following from the Albany Ex­ 
press, a well-known Republican journal: 


“ All Republicans are not Dix men—and 
there is 110 reason 
why they should be. 
Mr. Dix lias his personal friends, who would 
gladly seo him contioue in office for the re­ 
mainder of bis days, and we find no fault with 
them for doing what they can to aid him. 
But other men have friends, and other men 
are entitled to consideration. 
Let all of these 
gentlemen have a fair showing, and don’t let 
us fall into the mistake of assum ing that no­ 
body but Gen. Dix can be elected Governor 
upon tbeRepublican ticket iu the fall.” 


Vi e wonder if the Express would be willing 
to put the meaning of the phrase, “ other men 
are entitled to consideration,” in such words 
as politicians use in private conversation or 
as are sometimes beard in caucuses? 
Thus, 
for example: 
“ Gov. Dix is a good eneugh 
executive, iudecd he is the best we have had 
for many years, and we can’t blame bis friend3 
for wanting to keep on re-eiecting him indefi­ 
nitely ; but, the governorship of the great slate 
of New lo r k must be passed around in the 
party. 
It offers chances to help one’s self and 
one’s adherents and relatives to honor and to 
moDey and is no mean starting point in the 
Presidential race, supposing oue wants to use 
it in that way. 
To the victors belong the 
spoils, and the governorship is one of the 
spoils. 
Dix is a good man—only a shade too 
conscicnlioüs and several degrees too litoral 
iu his construction of the laws of moral obli­ 
gation. 
The party is not m aking enough out 
of him, and we want a man who will let more 
plunder sift through his bands into ours than 
he will.” 
We say, would the Bxpress object 
to our translating its meaning into the above 
language ? If it would, then we leave that pa­ 
per to construe its own ideas, begging leave 


to offer a remark or two on a subject sug­ 
gested by its opinion of the rotation-in-officc 
principle. 
The said principle iu itself is as false and 
hollow as was the patriotism of Benedict 
Arnold, and is usually plead by men who have 
not the slightest claim to the confidence of the 
people. 
Unless we Lave studied the theory 
of our kind of government to no purpose, the 
idea of rotatlon-in-offlce forms no essential 
part of it whatever. 
We elect men to do our 
work according to the constitution or the na­ 
tion or those of sttáes and limit by law the term 
of office; the intention being to find the best 
servants we can and to keep them serving 113 
as long as we can. 
That we are constantly 
falling below oar intention in the matter of 
practice, does not change the ideal element of 
the programme in the least. 
Thu fact that the 
organic law of the United States doea not 
limit the number of term3 during which we 
may continue a President in power, indicates 
that our political fathers conceived of the 
possibility of our finding a man some day 
whom we should like to keep in that office for 
an indefinite time. 
We have not found him 
yet, but if we ever should there would be a 
howl of indignation from Maine to California 
if tho law prevented our retaining his services. 
Now S3 long as Gov. Dix is the best man we 
can find in this state for Governor, wc hold— 
if he don’t object—that he should be Governor. 
When a better offers, whom wo can elect, let 
us put him iu Dix’s shoes at once. 
But as to 
“ other men” being “ entitled” and so 011, 
bah ! 
If we are wolves dividing a carcass— 
ye3 ; if we are men seeking the common 
good—a thousand time3—n o ! 
One more illustration: 
Gen. Grant is said 
to iutend to retain Secretary Richardson in the 
Treasury us long a3 the latter jileases to stay 
there. 
Now, that Richardson has abused his 
power for corrupt purposes lias been jiretty 
clearly established of late; therefore the Presi­ 
dent’s persistent upholding of his protege to 
the manifest injury of the public welfare 
amounts to this: 
Gen. Grant assumes that 
the personal attachment to liim3elf of a favor­ 
ite henchman is more important than the pub­ 
lic office which his retainer debauches and 
disgraces. 
Rotation would be a good thing 
iu the Treasury just now, but the principie 
which rotates a bad man in for political rea­ 
sons keep3 bim in for the same reasons. 
Will 
the Express admit it ?

While our uptown reporter was on Lls way 
home from Ellenville last week he made a 
remarkable discovery that will no doubt be of 
considerable interest to scientific gentlemen, 
aud should have an honorable place within 
the covers of the forthcoming history of Ul­ 
ster county.

A generation bas 
passed away siuce its walls were raised, and 
though perhaps but few of those who used to 
hold their rant aud revel under its roof are re­ 
membered, yet nearly all have left a mark that 
will remain, perhaps, until lime shall crumble 
the old edifice, and tumble it into ruins. 
This house, like many that were built in 
those days, ha# very low ceilings, so that 
when standing upright, the top of the head 
of an ordinary man will touch the beams 
above. 
One might well Imagine what effect 
this must have on the people when exercising 
during Ute excitement of a dance. 
The raps 
given by the heads as they came in contact 
with the beams, is said to have kept remark­ 
ably good time with the taps of the feet on the 
floor, so that when dancing an agile Cherry- 
towner would execute a double shuffle with 
the fewest steps imaginable. 
Tim result of this dancing with the head 
aud feet combined was to leave the greater 
portion of the man or woman's hair on the 
ceiling, so that the upper part of those rooms 
have actually become frescoed with the scalp 
locks of the thousands who, during the past 
half century, were in the habit of frequenting 
this house. 
The number of bald headed peoplo iii that 
part of the country became so numerous at 
one time it was a sort of Paradise for hair 
renovators, 
who journeyed 
thither 
from 
Kingston, sold their nostrums at fabulous 
prices, joined the dances, and returned, as a 
natural consequence, 
bald-beaded, having 
left the bigger part of the natural covering of 
their craniums dinging to the beams and up­ 
per flooring of the old mansion. 
The house Bidi stands there, for lime has 
touched it with light fingers; it stands near 
the main road, a living monument of the 
recklessness that characterized the pleasures 
of our forefathers, and an awful warning to 
the rising generation.

A Stran ge D iscovery by Our K oportcr 
in C lierrytow n —T lte W ild D o in g s 
of onr F orefath ers an d its T er­ 
rib le E ffects. 
While our uptown reporter was on his way 
home from Ellenville last week he made 
remarkable discovery that will no doubt be of 
considerable interest to scientific gentlemen, 
aud should- have an houorable place within 
the cover* of the forthcoming history of U l­ 
ster county, 
lie loll* the story aa follows 
There’s an old house in Cherrytown, where 
many a uight’s revelry has been had during 
the past eighty years; many a chap 
has 
swung the light fantastic feot to the cheering 
strains of the fiddle, and many a fair maiden 
has become flushed with excitement, and her 
eye3 grown bright during the delights of some 
old-fashioned dauce, while the rafters have 
ruug again and again with the rollicking 
laugh of the revelry. 
The old oak table has 
often groaned beneath its load of venison in 
past days, or its poultry during the later 
years, and the health of the guests have been 
pledged in full bumpers of apple and rye, with 
as tnucli ze*t as a temperance man of the 
present time would usher in a new candidate 
to the cold water brigade. 
A generation has 
passed away since its walls were raised, and 
though perhaps but few of those who used to 
hold their rant and revel under its roof are re 
niembered, yet nearly all have left a mark that 
will remain, perhaps, until time shall crumble 
ihe old edifice, and tumble it into ruins. 
This house, like many that were built in 
those days, has very low ceilings, so that 
when standing upright, the top of the head 
of an ordinary man will touch the beams 
above. 
One might well imagine what effect 
this must have on the people when exercising 
during the excitement of a dance. 
The raps 
given by the heads as they came in contact 
with the beams, is said to have kept remark 
ably good time w ithjha taps of the feet on the 
floor, so that when dancing an agile Cherry 
towner would execute a double shuffle with 
the fewest steps imaginable. 
The result of this dancing with the head 
and feet combined was to leave the greater 
portion of the man or woman’s hair on the 
ceiling, so that the upper part of those rooms 
have actually become frescoed with the scalp 
locks of the thousands who, during the past 
half century, were in the habit of frequenting 
this house. 
The number of bald-headed people in that 
part of the country became so numerous at 
oue time it was a sort of Paradise for hair 
renovators, 
who 
journeyed 
thither 
from 
Kingston, sold their nostrums at fabulous 
prices, joined the dance3, and returned, as a 
natural consequence, 
bald-headed, 
having 
left the bigger part of the natural covering of 
their cranium3 clinging to the beams and up­ 
per flooring of the old mansion. 
The house still stands there, for time has 
touched it with light fingers; il stands near 
the main road, a living monument of the 
recklessness that characterized the pleasures 
of our forefathers, and an awful warning to 
the rising generation.

OUR B lS iP tE S ’1 INTERESTS’. 


J . II. Cordta A Carts JSfick Y ard . 
One of the m ost important byanche* of in­ 
dustry in this section is the man ufacturing of 
brick, which is carried on at Steep Bocks and 
its vicinity to an extent not exceeded at any 
other point along the river, Haverstraw' per­ 
haps excepted. 
The immense clay bAnks 
near the place furnish the material for tifee 
business in great abundance, and seem well 
nigh inexhaustible; for with all the vast quan­ 
tity of clay taken from the banks during the 
years in which the business ha3 been carried 
on scarcely an impression has been made, ap­ 
parently, and the enormous deposit of solid 
clay seems as immense as ever. 
A few days sinsf a Freeman reporter, on 
his tour of investigation, visited the large 
brickyard of J. H. Cordta & Co., and in re­ 
sponse to a request for information was kind­ 
ly taken in charge by Mr. William II. Tietjen 
and shown all about the works, the various 
operations of which were explained to him 
and the details of the work of brick-making 
furnished. 
Many of our readers are familiar 
with the ordinary appearance of a brickyard 
and by mere superficial observation have a 
general idea of the manner ef conducting 
it; but 
few 
are 
acquainted 
with 
the system in which the work is carried on, 
the processes the clay and other material from 
which the brick is made pass through, the 
duties of the different employees and tho care 
and skill required to insure perfect success. 
It wa* our province to have all these explained 
to us through the courtesy of Mr. Tietjen. 
To begin with the clay, tho basis of brick 
making: This is dug out from the bank just 
back of the yard, and carted to the tempering 
pit, where it is mixed with the other materials 
used in the work. 
A tempering pit, when 
filled, contains about the following proportion 
o' each ingredient: Forty-eight cart loads of 
clay, twenty-eight of sand and twenty bushels 
of coal. 
The sand is also obtained from the 
bank, it being the upper strata or covering 
thereof. 
The coal is used to expedite the 
subsequent process of burning. 
The temper­ 
ing pit is formed by digging an excavatien 
two and a half feet deep, around the sides of 
which stakes are driven, making a circular 
pit from twenty-flve to thirty feet in diameter. 
The pit having been filled the machinery, run 
by shafting from the engine house, is started 
and the process of tempering commences. 
The machinery consists of a crown wheel, 
connected 
with 
the 
shaftisg, 
and 
a 
large 
and 
heavy 
tempering 
wheel.— 
The latter is so arranged that it describes the 
circle of the pit and at the same time works 
radually from the centre to the circumference 
of the pit, and the reverse, thus completely 
amalgamating the ingredients and gradually 
working the mass up into a soft, plastic, blue- 
ish gray substance, until at a certain point 
it is declared to be ready for molding. 
This 
process generally takes irom five to six hours, 
and two of these pits are run every clay at 
present. 
From the pit the clay i3 carted in 
barrows to the mould, standing in the drying 
yard near and several feet below the pit,where 
it is compressed into the form of square, ob­ 
long blocks. 
The molding machine is a curi­ 
ous and interesting piece of mechanism. Each 
pit has its own moulder, and like the rest of 
the machinery it is run by shafting from the 
engine house, which traverses the entire yard. 
The moulding machines are of the Adams pat­ 
ent, and do their work with great expedition 
and perfection. 
The clay is dumped from the 
barrows into the top of the machine aud forced 
down through apertures into the moulds be­ 
low, which are in the form of longitudinal 
trays, divided into five compartments. These 
moulds are placed one by oue under the ma­ 
chine, a turn of gearing is given, when they are 
taken out, each compartment filled smoothly 
and evenly with the clay, and a laborer stands 
by to place tiie full mould on a truck, whicli 
holds six of these moulds, and the embryo 
briek are carted away to be dumped out on the 
drying ground and exposed to the action of 
the sun and atmosphere. 
A constant proces­ 
sion of laborers wheeling trucks, going from 
the moulding machine with their loads of 
freshly-pressed brick and returning with the 
empty moulds, is seen, aud the yard at this 
point is always a busy spot. 
The force re­ 
quired to run a pit and moulding machine is 
as follows: One temperer, two pit shovelers, 
two carters, one meulder, one sander (who 
sands the empty moulds previous to their be­ 
ing refilled with clay j, one taker ofl (who takes 
the moulds filled with clay from the machiue), 
two boys to assist, besides other laborers em­ 
ployed for miscellaneous work. 
A pit of the 
dimensions above described will produce from 
twenty-five to thirty thousand brick. 
The newly-pressed brick are carefully laid 
iu the drying ground, which has a hard, level 
bottom, prepared with special care, and left 
to dry or harden in the open air. 
It is essen­ 
tial that this work be skillfully done, as 
by carelessness 
tho brick may become 
warped and useless. Twenty-four honrs usually 
suffices to sufficiently dry the brick: and they 
are then takeu to the kilns, to undergo the 
final process of burning. 
Here again skill 
and care are required to preventau undue loss 
from spoilod bricks, and the work of setting 
or piliQg is done under the direction of an ex 
perienced foreman. 
The brick are piled in 
such a way as to leavo little arches about two 
feet high every few feet at the base of the pile, 
where the fire for burning the brick is subse­ 
quently built. 
A kiln, when ready for burn 
ing, contains from 800,000 to 1,000,000 brick, 
and when the fires are lighted they are kept 
going night and day for a week, which ¡3 the 
usual time required to burn a kiln. 
At the 
kiln the force required consists of a foreman 
and assistant, five setters and two wheelers. 
The wood used to burn the brick is hard wood, 
maple, oak or beech, and about four cords are 
used to each arch iu burning a kiln. Mr. Tiet 
jen informed us that the yard consumed about 
1§,000 cords of wood during the season. 
There are eight tempering pits and mould 
ing machines in the yard, of which- half are 
run by Messrs. Cordts A Co. and half by Mr. 
Tietjen on shares. 
The former Urm dispose 
of most of the brick made by them in this im­ 
mediate vicinity, while Mr. Tietjen ships bis 
brick to New York. 
The trade has now fairlv 
opened, although not as brisk as it has been 
at previous times; but still a fair shipping 
business 19 done. 
The brick are loaded direct 
from the kilns into vessels lying at the dock 
just adjacent. 
The yard contains, besides the machinery 
and other appliances already mentioned, 
blacksmith shop, engine house, barn and oth 
er buildings, forming quite a hamlet of struc­ 
tures, occupied by busy men. 
Cordts & Co, 
employ at present about seveuty men and 
Mr. Tietjen about fifty. 
The engine bouse 
contains a magnificent engine, built by the 
Fishkill Machine Company. 
It ¡3 of 125-horse 
power, with three feet stroke and a fly-wheel 
eighteen feet in diameter, which runs the on 
tire system of shafting. 
Forty-five to fifty 
pouuds of steam only are required to run the 
whole machinery. 
A very admirable and con 
veuient 
arrangement is 
that for 
con 
densing 
steam 
and 
heating and 
puri 
tying the water, 
whereby much 
danger 
and annoyance is avoided. 
A new brick 
building is being erected for a blacksmith 
shop, and ihe yard bears every indication of 
prospective and increasing prosperity.

materials, and within the tim e hereinafter speci­ 
fied.

5 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and set 
according to the grade established for sai«l portion 
of tiie street, and the curbs on the cornets ol 
streets shall be set on the proper curve.
